A very attractive 
example with numerous die cracks on both sides. 

Fine or 
slightly better with a few traces of light verdigris. Mostly light brown and tan.

and some smoothed rim nicks on both sides. Once burnished but now toned a 
very natural glossy chocolate.

One corrosion spot on top of the head, otherwise light to medium brown.
